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f  tE  have  been  told  that  we  should 
never  start  an  article  or  a  letter  with 
an  apology.  However,  we  are  going  to 
violate  the  rules  and  apologize  for  put¬ 
ting  so  much  sales  talk  in  this  issue  of 
Along  the  Garden  Path,  As  a  matter 
of  necessity,  we  must  issue  a  catalog, 
we  must  have  some  way  of  telling  our 
customers  about  our  products  and  it 
seems  expedient  to  make  the  catalog  a 
part  of  this  issue  of  Along  the  Garden 
Path, 

We  hope  you  will  pardon  our  vio¬ 
lating  our  usual  rule.  We  will  try  to 
do  better  in  the  future.  Nevertheless, 
we  trust  that  our  catalog  will  contain 
items  and  information  that  will  be  of 
interest  to  peony  and  poppy  lovers. 
Some  of  the  new  peonies  and  some  of 
Dr.  Neeley’s  gorgeous  hybrid  poppies 
are  certainly  worthy  of  some  study 
and  attention  on  the  part  of  those  in¬ 
terested. 
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EIaRLY  in  June  Van  Wert  will  have 
its  third  annual  Peony  Festival.  The 
exact  date,  which  is  set  for  the  time 
the  peony  blooms  usually  look  their 
best,  has  this  year  been  set  for  June 
6th. 

The  Van  Wert  Garden  Club  orig¬ 
inated  the  event  in  1932  and  the  mem¬ 
bers  first  got  their  idea  from  Win¬ 
chester,  Virginia’s  apple  blossom  fes¬ 
tival. 

Van  Wert  people  have  grown  fine 
peonies  for  the  past  20  years.  They 
were  grown  first  in  pretty  back-yard 
gardens.  Later  large  commercial  gar¬ 
dens  were  developed  where  now  hun¬ 
dreds  of  thousands  of  bright  blooms 
wave  in  the  breezes. 

Years  ago  people  from  miles 
around  came  to  Van  Wert  to  visit  the 
gardens  and  see  the  peonies.  The  num¬ 
ber  increased  from  year  to  year.  So 
the  Garden  Club  originated  the  Peony 
Festival  to  help  entertain  the  visitors. 

This  year  the  festival  program  will 
be  confined  to  one  day.  There  will  be 
a  mammoth  parade  of  flower-covered 
floats.  Several  uniformed  bands  will 
play. 

Miss  Thelma  Scheldt,  17-year-old 
blonde,  senior  from  one  of  the  high

schools  of  Van  Wert  county,  will  be 
crowned  as  queen  of  the  festival.  She 
was  chosen  as  the  most  beautiful  girl 
from  many  aspirants  to  the  crown. 
Her  coronation  is  an  impressive  cere¬ 
mony. 

Here’s  a  warning,  however.  If 
you’re  interested  in  studying  varieties 
of  peonies  and  want  to  spend  consider¬ 
able  time  in  the  gardens,  don’t  come 
on  festival  day  or  on  Sunday.  So  many 
thousands  of  people  are  here  then  that 
it  is  impossible  to  see  the  flowers  as 
well  or  for  our  people  at  the  garden  to 
give  you  as  much  attention  and  help 
you  to  see  what  you  wish  as  on  a  week¬ 
day  when  the  festival  isn’t  in  progress. 


Selfishly  we’re  glad  Mr.  Rufus 
Dawes  and  his  associates  in  Chicago 
are  continuing  “A  Century  of  Prog¬ 
ress”  in  1934.  Auglaize  Gardens  are 
located  on  Route  30,  the  Lincoln  High¬ 
way,  one  of  the  direct  routes  between 
east  and  west.  Last  year  quite  a  few 
of  our  friends  from  the  east  stopped 
at  Auglaize  on  their  way  to  the  fair. 
This  year  we  expect  to  have  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  greeting  some  of  them  again 
and  others. 
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Occasionally  in  looking  over  a 

field  of  flowers,  some  one  plant  will  be 
so  outstanding  for  some  reason  or  an¬ 
other  that  you  are  drawn  to  it  in¬ 
stinctively.  Sometimes  this  is  due  to 
the  strong  color  of  the  flower,  but  more 
often  to  the  sheer  beauty  of  it.  This 
is  the  way  one  of  Dr.  Neeley’s  new 
poppies  affects  us  every  time  we  have 
seen  it  blooming  in  our  fields.  We 
know  from  the  remarks  that  many  of 
our  visitors  have  made  to  us  that 
many  of  them  are  as  much  taken  with 
it  as  we  are. 

We  have  in  mind  the  variety  Echo, 
which  is  one  of  a  group  which  we  in¬ 
troduced  a  few  years  ago.  This  flower 
is  a  soft  silvery  pink  with  a  peculiar 
irridescense  that  causes  it  to  stand  out 
at  once  and  which  to  some  extent  de¬ 
fies  our  powers  of  description.  The 
flower  is  large,  often  8  to  10  inches, 
and  is  well  carried  on  a  strong,  stiff 
stem.  It  holds  up  well  and  is  quite 
good  even  when  cut. 

A  few  years  ago  Echo  sold  at 
$25.00  but  we  now  have  sufficient  stock 
that  we  can  offer  it  at  a  much  more 
reasonable  price.  This  year  we  will 
have  some  nice  strong  plants  at  $7.50. 
However,  the  stock  is  not  so  great  that 
we  would  advise  you  putting  off  order- 
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ing  until  shipping  time,  it  might  be 
gone  then.  If  you  have  none  of  the 
finer  new  poppies,  here  is  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  treat  your  garden  to  some¬ 
thing  outstanding  and  which  most  of 
your  neighbors  will  not  have,  but  still 
at  a  reasonable  price.  If  you  are  plan¬ 
ning  to  come  and  see  us  this  blooming 
season  look  for  this  poppy.  Better  yet, 
reserve  a  plant  of  it  while  the  subject 
is  fresh  on  your  mind.

X  DIDN’T  know  such  roots  grew.” 

That  was  the  very  satisfactory 
testimonial  we  got  in  a  letter  last  sea¬ 
son  from  a  commercial  gardener.  He 
grows  a  few  peonies  for  sale,  along 
with  many  other  perennials.  We  had 
an  order  from  him  for  a  dozen  or  so 
varieties  which  he  planted  to  re-sell. 

Many  of  our  customers  have 
praised  us  for  shipping  them  better 
roots  than  they  had  ever  seen  before. 

Here  are  some  of  the  things  we  do 
to  produce  this  stock : 

1.  Careful,  frequent  cultivation. 
Weeds  are  taboo  in  the  garden  at  all 
times. 

2.  Irrigate  in  dry  seasons  so 
plants  are  not  stunted. 
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3.  Carefully  clean  away  all  tops 
and  rubbish  in  the  fall. 

4.  Spray  when  necessary,  princi¬ 
pally  as  a  protection  against  fungus 
diseases. 

6.  Careful  digging  and  division  of 
stock. 

6.  Use  three-year-old  stock  for 
propagation.  At  this  age  the  stock  is 
old  enough  to  stand  the  shock  of  trans¬ 
planting  and  young  enough  to  be 
vigorous. 

St.  PAUL  has  been  chosen  for  the 
annual  meeting  and  show  of  the  Amer¬ 
ican  Peony  Society.  Up  in  Minnesota 
peonies  bloom  later  than  they  do  in 
Ohio  and  the  show  will  not  be  until 
June  21st  and  22nd.  If  you  are  in¬ 
terested  in  fine  peonies,  you  will  enjoy 
attending. 

Membership  in  the  American  Pe¬ 
ony  Society  is  open  to  all.  The  annual 
fee  is  $3  for  which  you  are  entitled  to 
all  benefits  of  the  society  including  the 
quarterly  bulletin  giving  information 
about  new  and  interesting  peonies, 
shows,  etc. 

If  you  should  like  to  belong  you 
may  send  your  annual  fee  to  Auglaize 
Gardens  and  we  will  forward  it,  to¬ 
gether  with  an  application  for  mem¬ 
bership,  to  headquarters  at  once. 
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The  other  day  we  got  a  new  small 
automobile  which  cost  less  than  $700. 
It  is  smooth,  quiet,  fairly  comfortable 
and  fast.  Out  driving  yesterday,  we 
were  talking  about  how  most  of  us 
neglect  traveling. 

Van  Wert  is  in  the  western  part 
of  Ohio,  just  a  few  miles  from  the  In¬ 
diana  line.  It  is  safe  to  say  that  more 
than  half  of  the  adult  population  have 
never  seen  the  Atlantic  ocean,  Wash¬ 
ington,  D.  C.,  or  have  looked  down  the 
Potomac  from  Mount  Vernon.  They 
consider  these  as  far  distant  points 
and  have  a  hazy  idea  that  some  time 
when  they  have  a  couple  of  weeks  off 
they  will  go  there. 

Yet  last  summer  a  friend  of  ours 
had  to  make  a  trip  to  Norfolk,  Vir¬ 
ginia.  He  got  up  early  one  morning 
and  was  in  Washington  early  the  same 
evening,  driving  a  small  car. 

‘T  wasn’t  particularly  tired  and 
might  easily  have  gone  on  to  Norfolk 
that  night,”  he  said.  “And  the  trip 
to  Washington  cost  only  a  few  dol¬ 
lars.” 

We  dare  say  that  some  of  you 
people  reading  this  who  live  in  the  east 
have  never  been  out  to  Detroit  to  see 
the  automobile  capital  of  the  world  or 
haven’t  visited  the  fine  cities  and  beau-

We 
have  never  given  long  descriptions  of 
the  peonies,  as  most  of  them,  with  the 
exception  of  the  very  new  varieties  can 
be  found  fully  described  in  the  Manual 
of  the  American  Peony  Society  (this 
is  a  book  which  would  be  valuable  for 
the  library  of  any  peony  lover.  Our 
Gate  House  Store  can  supply  it  for  you 
at  the  publisher's  price  of  $3.00).  In 
this  Manual  you  will  find  an  impartial 
description  of  the  various  varieties, 
and  we  feel  that  some  of  our  customers 
would  do  better  to  be  guided  by  the 
descriptions  given  in  this  Peony  Man¬ 
ual  than  to  take  the  somewhat  glowing 
accounts  often  given  of  inferior  varie¬ 
ties  by  writers  who  may  not  be  ac¬ 
quainted  with  some  of  the  newer  and 
better  sorts.  We  do  our  best  to  make 
our  descriptions  accurate  and  true, 
but  like  anyone  else  we  have  our  favor¬ 
ites  and  we  are  sometimes  inclined  to 
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recommend  them  in  preference  to  some 
other  varieties  which  are  equally  good 
and  which  would  appeal  to  someone 
more  than  they  do  to  us.

In  this  section  we  have  grouped  most  of 
the  newer  and  scarcer  peonies,  together  with 
a  few  of  the  older  ones,  all  of  them  high 
rated  flowers,  but  which  have  certain  charac¬ 
teristics  which  do  not  make  them  particu¬ 
larly  desirable  for  general  garden  use.  We 
refer  to  such  flowers  as  Tourangelle  and 
several  others,  which  while  very  beautiful 
when  used  as  cut-flowers,  do  not  stand  up 
because  of  the  weak  stems  and  are  entirely 
unadapted  to  the  garden  where  they  will 
have  to  withstand  weather  conditions.  The 
flowers  of  this  group  vary  in  price,  and  in¬ 
clude  many  which  are  very  scarce  and  con¬ 
sequently  higher  in  price  and  which  have 
not  been  rated  by  the  American  Peony  So¬ 
ciety.  This  is  a  group  which  with  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  the  exhibition  flower  varieties  should 
be  considered  by  the  specialist,  and  would 
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not  interest  most  home  gardeners,  at  least 
not  until  such  time  as  there  is  sufficient 
stock  of  these  in  propagation  that  their  price 
becomes  lower.
